Strike at Newport News. 

Newport News, Va., July 1. — The 
striking machinists at the shii) yard 
are adheiing to their determination to 
hold out for their demands. The strike 
is^now in its fifth week and seems no 
nearer a settlement than on the day 
of its Inauguration. The machinists 
claim they have 98 per cent of the 
number solid for a continuance of the 
strike. The shipyard employed 7,500 
men before the present trouble. Now 
about 3,000 people are employed. Gen- 
eral Superlntenuent Post states that 
no conceaslons will be made. ' 

Demands Granted. 

Binghamton. N. Y., July 1.— The 
strike of Erie boilcrmakers at Sus- 
quehanna, which has lasted six 
montha, bia be«i settled. The men, 
w)i9 i^unaber t^^fovii 600. will return to 
worit'July 8. Aft the demands of the 
strikers, with th.f exception of aboli- 
tion of piece work system, have been 
granted.

London. July 1.— The Dally News 
publishes an article by its parliamen- 
tary correspondent on the political sit- 
uation In Cape Cololy, in view of the 
prorogation of the Cape parliann nt. 
the writer saying that an issue of the 
greatest moment, namely, the suspen- 
sion of the constitution of Cape Col- 
ony. Is Involved. He adds: 

"From the night of June 30. for an 
indefinite period, the kind's subject.-; 
in Cape Colony will b<- d< jirivi d of the 
protection of law ami will be govern- 
ed contrary to its express provisions. 
Taxes will be applied under warrant 
of the governor without appropriation 
by parliament, which has been pro- 
rogued until Augii.t. This illegal 
niethoil has been rostorted to by the 
governor and the ministry, doubtless 
at the instlsation of Lord Milncr and 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain. In a 
word, the Imperial governmr nt has ab- 
rogated every article of the compact 
under which a free peo;)le <iwes alleg- 
iance to its rulers. Liberty is dead so 
far as our Dutch subjects are con- 
cerned. The crisis calls for the author- 
itative intervention of the Liberal 
party in whi< li there Is a ft " ling iu 
favor of summoning a great popular 

conference to consider the situation." 

Lort on Lake Superior. 
\Vinnep< R. Man.. July 1. — Word has 
reached here of the wreck on Lake 
Superior ot tbe steamer Preston. In 
charge of Captain Barlow of T«|edo. 
O. The Fteamer Athabasca. Captain 
McDougall, sightfd the Preston, 
which was showing flagsi of distress 
and at the mercy of a severe storm. 
She was waterlogged and her 12 men 
and two women were clinging to tbe 
rigsing. After Incredible difficulty. 
Captain McDougall succi-cdtd in 
reaching the vessel with a life line 
thiown by a rocket, and after four 
hours' hard labor, rescued all but one 
man, named William Eckert. of Algo- 
nac, Mich., wheelman of thf vess 1. 
who was badly crushed and sank. The 
others of the crew w : re land- il safely 
at Ft. William. The I'restou was load 
ed with lumber.

Chhrg 1. .July 1. — .\ single stroke of 
lighiniiig killed 11 boys and probably 
fatally injured a twelfth. Tbe flash 
occurred during a heavy thunder ahow* 
er which broke over the city at 12:10 
p. m. The boys, it is said, rushed to 
tbe pier at the foot of Montrose boule- 
vard to seek sh< Iter. Suddenly there 
was a great flash of lightning and peo- 
ple living In tbe vicinity heard a ter- 
rific crash. A poli( < man rushed to the 
scene and at u glance disnov^red 
that the bolt had demolished the 
pier, which was of heavy construc- 
tion, precipitating the wbole structure 
into the water. Knowing that the 
boys had gathered there, he called as- 
Bistance and in half an hour all tl;e 
bodii s wero rei o\ eri'd from the lake. 

The boys were in swimming, hav- 
ing tied to tbe lake to escape tbe in- 
tense heat. When the rain began to 
fall and It became evident ibat a ae- 
vere electrical storm was coming, 
they rush, a to a sludter they had 
built ou the pier while dressing and 
undressing. Willie Anderson, i:^ yeai-v 
of age, was the only survivor, and be 
was badly hurt. He .managed, how- 
ever, to crawl to shore and was stag- 
gering along wlu n he met the police- 
man who was ali>'ady hurrying to the 
scene. In a few agonised gasps be 
gave the officer a bare Idea of the hor- 
rible ending to an hour's sport, and 
then fainted. He was carried to a 
nearliy hou.-'o where medical aaatot- 
ance was n ndered. 

The stroke of lightning was the 
most powerful which haa struck iu 
this vicinity in years. Tbe roar which 
followed it was <!• af. ning. The pie\;
